T R A C I N G T R E E D I S E A S E S . 
While phy sicians and bacteriologists 
are at work try ing to find the causes 
oi and cure Hie disea ses which atfilct 
humanity , scientists of another line 
of endeav or are engaged in a work of 
conserv ation which is of v ital import­ 
ance to society 
At the department 
of agriculture an inv estiga tion is in 
progress into the disea se affecting the 
southern pine, the hickory and the 
chestnut. 
For some y ea rs trees 
of 
these v arieties hav e been dy ing at a 
most costly rate. 
The enem ies of the 
southern pine and the 
hickory 
are 
identified and some progress has been 
made in their attack. 
The chestnut 
disease, howev er, has thus far eluded 
the inv estigators 
Great forests of 
these trees hav e been blighted and 
the organism, whatev er its nature, has 
not y et been isolated. 
There are sev ­ 
eral theories to account for the blight, 
one being ti>at it is carried by birds; 
another that it is borne by the dust. 
Whatev er Its nature, it has cost the 
tree owners of the ea stern sta tes an 
immense sum of money already , and 
if it is not soon checked it will prac­ 
tically ex terminate the chestnut. 
In 
such researches and endeav ors the de­ 
partment of agriculture amply J usti- 
| fies the annual ex penditures incurred 
| in its upkeep, say s the Washington 
Star 
It has already contributed many 
times its cost to the wealth of the 
country , and fortunately there is no 
disposition on the part of congress to 
apply the pruning knife to the bills 
for its maintenance
